Since these figures are illustrating examples of payment forms which are to be 
discriminated according to the present invention, it is necessary to maintain them in their 
current form. Further, translating these characters would likely result in confusion as to the 
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nature of the invention. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the requirement to 
submit substitute Figs. 3-5 be withdrawn.
